On the 1 ! th May, 1966 information was ftiCcived that the 
gang of notorious dacoit Gajraj Singh was likely to visit 
village Garhauli. Shri Vijai Singh, Circle Inspector, lalitpnr, 
along with Shri Mcgh Singh Rana, Sub-Inspector, and Cons- 
table Shri Sheikh Sahadat immediately left for the village and 
took position in a small diugv room near the expected rendez- 
vous of the dacbfts. The Police party remained in the 
fOOm I6r the whole of that night and the next day. The dacoits 
Arrived at the house on the evening of 12th May. That night 
as the Police Officers were coming out of the room to take the 
dacoits by surprise, the door crccked and the dacoits sensing 
danger immediately opened fire on the police party from close 
range. Undaunted by this sudden attack, Shri Vijai Singh 
and his companions immediately returned the fire. A grim 
battle ensued in which dacoit Gulab Singh was killed and 
dacoit Raja Ram Was seriously injured. The rest of the 
dacoits took to their heels under cover of the darkness. Later 
the polite party captured a woman dacoit, Gaya Bai who had 
stayed back in the village. 

The whole of the encounter was planned by Shri Vijai 
Singh who displayed conspicuous gallantry and courage and 
remained undeterred even when he was fired upon by the 
dacoits from very close range. Shri Megh Singh Rana stood 
on the right side of the door and attacked Gulab Singh 
dacoit who fired at him from close range. Unmindful of the 
risk involved, he Hood his ground and killed dacoit Gulab 
Singh, Shri Sheikh Sahadat who loo was fired upon by the 
dacoits from Hose range, stuck to his position and returned 
llie fire regardless of his personal safety, grievously injuring 
dacoit Raja Ram, leader of the dacoit gang. 

2. These awards arc made for gallantry under rule 4 ( i ) of 
Ihc rules governing the award of the President’s Police and 
Fire Services Medal and consequently carry with them the 
special allowance admissible under rule 5, with effect from 
the 12th May, 1966.

No m F, 8/ 1 1/69-5 W.5.— The tremendous growth in urban 
population has far outstripped tho capacity of cities to provide 
basic amenities to children residing in urban areas. More 
than, half of the urban population lives in one-room tene- 
ments without protected water supply, drainage and sewerage 
facilities. Thousands of people are homeless and many more 
live in slums and shanty towns in squalor and filth. Tn metro- 
politan cities, the paucity of resources and the complexity of 
the problems involved make it extremely difficult to visualise 
the eradication of slums in the near future. A more realistic 
approach for improving the slum environment has therefore 
to be adopted side by side with slum clearance programmes. 
Although efforts arc being made to provide services for 
mothers and children, much remains to be done in relation 
to the services of health and nutrition, education and voca- 
tional training, recreation and cultural development for chil- 
dren in a number of metropolitan cities. There is however 
enough evidence to indicate that a number of local bodies, 
State Governments and voluntary organisations are interested 
in participating in projects aimed at improving the condition 
of the urban children. 


2. The Government of India have, therefore decided to 
set up a Working Group for the preparation Pt the sch.Qm c 
of Jptegrated services for children in urban areas. Tn© term* 
eff reference of the WOfking Group will be as follows :

(v) To suggest the role which the UNICEF can be

3. The Headquarters of the Indian Rice Development 
Council will be at Patna, 

4. The Indian Rice Development Council will be under the 
administrative control of the Ministry of Food, Agriculture 
Community Development and Cooperation (Department of 
Agriculture). 

5. The Council will meet periodically at least once in six 
months and will make its recommendations to the Govern- 
ment of India. 

6. Tlic duration of membership will be for three years. 
Where a person is nominated as a member of the Council by 
virtue of an office or appointment he holds, his membership 
shall terminate when he ceases to hold that office or appoint- 
ment and the vacancy so caused shall be filled by bis succes- 
sor to that office.

INST RUCTIONS FOR THE HIRE PURCHASE OF 
TOURIST TRANSPORT VEHICLES 

( 1 ) Objective 

The objective of the scheme is to provide financial assistance 
to tourist car operators for purchase of cars for tourist 
purposes. 

12) Dcfinatlans 

In these instructions unless the context otherwise requires ; 

(a) Committee means the Committee constituted under 
para 3 of the Instructions, 

(b) Director General means the Director General of 
Tourism. 

(c) Secretary means the Secretary of the Committee 
constituted under para 3 of these Instructions. 

(cl) Vehicle means the tourist transport motor vehicle 
used for transport of tourists. 

(e) Dealer is one who deals in vehicles duly authorised 
by the manufacturers, importers, distributors or 
stockists of the make of the concerned vehicle and 
includes State Trading Corporation of India Ltd, 

(3) Constitution of the Committee 

(a) A Committee shall be constituted to deal with the 
applications for the hire purchase of vehicles under these 
instructions and shall consist of the following ; — 

Ex-Officio Chairman 

1. Director General of Tourism. 

Ex-Officio Members 

2. Marketing Manager (ICD), S.T.C. 

3. Under Secretary, Ministry of Finance (T&P Division), 

4. Secretary. Tnter-State Transport Commission, Ministry 
of Shipping & Transport. 

5. Additional Legal Adviser, Ministry of Law. 

Ex-Officio M em b er-Secre tary 

6. Deputy Director General, Department of Tourism, 

(b) Three Member present in person shall be a quorum 
for a meeting and the minutes of the meeting shall be signed 
by the Chairman or in hisl absence by the Secretary and a 
Member. All issues shall be decided by the Committee bv a 
simple majority of votes of the Members present and voting 
and the Chairman of the Commititee shall have a casting 
vote. 

(4) Categories of Vehicles 

Hire purchase under these instructions shall be only in 
respect of the vehicles of the following categories — 

(1) Motor cars — new and second hand. 

(2) Minibuses, omnibuses of the deluxe type- 

(5) Application for Hire Purchase 

Application for hire purcha.se of vehicle shall be made in 
the form given in appendix 1 of these instructions and shall 
bo submitted with 6 additional copies to the Secretary of the 
Committee mentioned in para 3 supra, 

(6) Eligibility of Applicants 

(a) Only operators of vehicles on the approved list of the 
Department of Tourism who satisfy the undermentioned con- 
ditions are eligible to apply : 

1. The operator should have been owning and running 
cars for at least three years from the date of his 
recognition as Tpurist Car Operator by the Department. 

2. He shall own and run at least a fleet of three vehicles. 

3. He must not have been found guilty of violating any 
of the departmental instructions, rules or regulations 
or breach of any agreement or contract executed with 
the Department. 
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(b) The application for hire-purchase should be accom- 
panied by the undermentioned documents 

1, Income-tax clearance certificate. 

2, Audited profit & loss account and balance sheet per- 
taining to the tourist business for the last 3 years. 

3, A statement showing his earnings in foreign exchange, 
if any* for the 3 previous calendar years duly certified 
by the concerned Travel Agents* Hotels, Airlines, 
Banks etc. 

(7) Scrutiny of the Application 

The Secretary shall have every application received by him 
scrutinised carefully and record his views thereon in part B 
of the application and place the same for consideration of the 
Committee as early as possible. 

(8) Decision of the Committee 

The decision of the Committee shall be recorded in part C 
of the application and signed by the Chairman or in his 
absence by a Member and the Secretary. 

(9) Government’s Contribution 

The vehicle will be purchased from the dealer in the name 
of the President hereinafter called the Government and the 
Government's contribution towards the price of the vehicle 
shall not exceed 2/3 of the total price of the vehicle or 
Rs. 45,000 whichever is less. The rest of the price of the 
vehicle shall be paid by the applicant in one lumpsum to the 
Director-General towards the purchase of the vehicle before 
the hire-purchase agreement is executed as per para 11 infra. 

(10) Execution of the Agreement 

The applicant shall execute a hire-purchase agreement 
with the Government in, respect of the vehicle on payment of 
his contribution towards the price of the vehicle to the Direc- 
tor-General. 

(11) Delivery of the Vehicle 

After the payment mentioned in para 9 is made by the 
applicant to the Director General and after the execution by 
him of the hire-purchase agreement mentioned In para (10) 
supra, the applicant on being authorised in this regard shall 
take delivery of the vehicle on behalf of Government and 
thereupon the Government shall become the owner of the 
vehicle. 

(12) Payment of Hire Instalments 

The applicant shall repay the Government’s contribution 
towards the price of the vehicle together with interest in not 
more than 16 quarterly instalments of hire* the first instalment 
being payable three months after the date of payment of the 
price by the Government to the dealer. The due dates as 
well as the amounts of hire instalments will be indicated in 
the hire purchase agreement mentioned in para 10 supra. The 
amount of each hire instalment shall be so determined as to 
yield an interest on Government contribution of 44% per 
annum above the bank rate prevailing at the time of pay- 
ment of the price, to the dealer, A rebate in interest of 
2i% on the Government's contribution will be allowed if the 
hire instalments are paid promptly on the due dates mentioned 
in the agreement and the applicant has not committed any 
other default. The amount of rebate as well as the net 
amount payable in case of prompt payments will also be 
indicated in the agreement. Interest will be charged on the 
amounts of any hire instalments overdue at 4i% per annum 
above the bank rate prevailing at the time of payment of the 
price to the dealer from the date of default to date of 
payment. 

(b) Each quarterly hire instalment shall be paid by the 
applicant in Government Treasury under a challan in triplicate 
for credit under Section “P-Loans and Advance by the Central 
Government — Loans to Local Funds — Private parties, etc, — 
Miscellaneous Loans and Advanoea—Loans to other Parties” 
so far as the principal part of the hire instalment is concern- 
ed and to the receipt head ‘XVI Interest — C. Other Interest — 
Receipts — Interest on Loai>s and Advances by the Central 
Government — Mi sc. Loans and Advances — Interest on Loans 


to other parties’*, the interest part of each hire instalment. 
The amounts of principal and interest relating to each hire 
instalment will be indicated separately in the hire purchase 
agreement. 

(c) When the above said amounts are paid into the Govern- 
ment Treasury, one copy of the receipted challan shall be 
sent to the Secretary, 

13. Refund of the Applicant’s Share 

After the receipt by the Government of the initial lumpsum 
amounts of the applicant’s share of the price referred to in 
para 9 supra if the Government for any reason does not 
procure the vehicle the amounts so paid by the applicant 
shall be refunded to him and the applicant will not be entitled 
to claim interest thereon from Government. 

14. Applicant's Right 

On full payment to the Government of all the quarterly 
hire instalments as well as any other sum of money which 
may become payable to Government by the applicant under 
the hire-purchase agreement, the applicant shall have a right 
to get ownership of the vehicle transferred in his name. 

15. Termination of the Agreement 

The Government reserves the right to terminate the agree- 
ment executed under para 10 supra if the applicant makes 
any default in the payment of the quarterly hire instalment 
on the dates on which they have become due and on such 
termination the amount contributed by the applicant shall 
become forefeited to the Government and the Committee 
may take action as indicated in para 24 infra, 

16. Guarantee 

The applicant shall furnish in an approved form a guarantee 
from a scheduled bank or an insurance company for the due 
payment of the entire amount of hire instalments covering 
the full period of repayment including extended period, if 
any. The guarantee shall remain in force till all the hire- 
instalments are paid and the applicant gets the right of the 
ownership transferred in his name in terms of the hire- 
purchase agreement executed by him and the Government is 
satisfied that nothing is due from the applicant. 

17. Insurance of the Vehicle 

The applicant shall get the vehicle comprehensively insured 
for its full market value against all risk at his own cost with 
the LIC and shall always keep the vehicle so insured for the 
same amount or in any case not less than the aggregate of 
the remaining hire instalments till all the hire instalments are 
paid and the ownership of the vehicle transferred to the 
applicant. The applicant shall retain the insurance certificate 
with him while the insurance policy will be deposited with 
the Secretary. In the insurance policy so taken there shall 
be a clause to the effect that the Central Government is 
interested in the policy and that all moneys payable under the 
insurance policy wilt be paid to the Government. 

18. After the full money payable under the Hire-purchase 
agreement is paid the endorsement in the Insurance policy to 
the above effect shall bo deleted. 

It shall be the obligation of the applicant to keep the 
insurance policy in force till he becomes the owner of the 
vehicle as per the hire-purchase agreement. For this purpose 
he shall remit the amount of the premia on the insurance 
policy to the LIC well before the due dates and send such 
premia receipt (s) annually and submit it (them) to the 
Secretary 21 days before the date of expiry of the existing 
insurance policy pertaining to the vehicle. 

19. Inspection of the Vehicles 

The applicant shall produce the vehicle and the log books 
and the account books for inspection by any person authorised 
by the Director-General in that behalf within a week of the 
purchase of vehicle and also at any time thereafter till the 
vehicle has run one lakh miles after the date of delivery of 
the vehicle or till 3 years have expired from the date of 
taking delivery of the vehicle or till the ownership of the 
vehicle is transferred to the applicant after all the dues to 
the Government are paid whichever is later. The log book 
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inter alia should contain entries chronologically written relat- 
ing to the tourists /persons for whom the vehicles are used, 
places visited, mileage run etc. In the Appendix of the log 
book the particulars of maintenance, repairs, replacement of 
parts relating to the vehicle along with the expenditure 
incurred thereon should also bo indicated. 

20. The applicant shall at all times maintain the vehicle 
at his own cost so that it is always kept in good running 
condition. If at any time it is noticed during the inspection 
of the vehicle contemplated in para 19 supra that the vehicle 
is not being maintained properly the applicant shall be deem- 
ed to have committed a default and Government shall have 
the right to take immediate possession of the vehicle, 

21. The applicant shall not sell or alienate or mortgage or 
create any charge or cncumoranco on the vehicle till the 
vehicle has run one lakh miles from the date of taking deli- 
very or till 3 years in the case of second-hand vehicle and 
five years in the case of new vehicles have expired from the 
date of taking delivery of the vehicle or the ownership is 
transferred to the applicant after all the dues are paid to the 
Government whichever is later. The Secretary should arrange 
lo have an endorsement made to the above effect in the regis- 
tration certificate, 

22. Long Term Hire 

The vehicle held under hire purchase agreement as afore- 
said from the Government will not be hired out to any 
customer who is not a foreign tourist for a period exceeding 
7 days at a time without the prior permission of the Govern- 
ment. 

23. Applicant's Obligation to Tourist Department 

The applicant will be obliged to honour the requisition of 
the Tourist Department to carry foreign tourists at 48 hours 
notice in writing signed by the Secretary or the Director 
General. This obligation will, however, be subject to any 
prior booking of the tourist motor vehicle for any other 
foreign tourist. 

24. Obligation to Submit Statements and Returns 

The applicant shall submit such statements or returns regard- 
ing the namee of foreign tourists* amounts of hire charged 
from them and any other particulars as may b# called for by 
the Committee from time to time. 

25. Default by the Applicant 

If any default U committed by the applicant in the payment 
of any hire instalment or in complying with any of tho terms 
or conditions of the hire-purchase agreement, the Committee 
may at its discretion and depending on the merits of the 
case 

(a) take possession of the vehicle at the cost of the 
applicant; and/or 

(b) in addition to the ubovc or in the alternative may 
seek to recover the amount remaining due from the 
applicant by any legal proceedings; 

(c) condone the default altogether; or 

(d) enforce the Bank Guarantee or the Insurance 
Guarantee, as the case may be, as furnished by the 
Hirer; or 

(e) agree to the applicant retaining possession of the 
vehicle on such further terms as may be deemed 
fit. 

(26) Scope of these Instructions 

The hire-purchase agreement to be executed shall be com- 
prehensive and self-contained and will be in supersession of 
the various provisions in these instructions.
